They 

found no State ſo ſecure from foes abroad, or 

feares within, as it felt not many times the ho- 
ſhleincurſion of the one, as well as the private 

intruſion ofthe other. This made them more 

ſecur'd, becauſe others miſhaps kept them from 

holding themſelyes too ſecure. They obſerved 

the occaſions ofriſing States, with the probable 
reaſons of their decline. They founda period 
tothe moſt flouriſhing Empires, and gath'red 


thence,

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thence, ( witha-freeand ingenuous acknowledg- 
ment, their dependance upon another more. ab- 
ſolute, independent power ) no-. policy nor hu» 
mane providence could divert, what that Divine 
Soveraignty had decreed. 

This the prudent'(t and powerfull*ſt have ſcene 
inſtanced, and in. this Worlds Theatre preſen- 
red, and inthe diſcovery of them have trembled. 
Fooliſh wiſdome they found in whatſoever was 
humane : when many times, their owne ſtrength 
becamethe rune of their State 3 by converting 
their owne powers, and turning the edge of 
their owne Swords upon their owne bleeding 
Intralls ; as if they had aymed at nothing more, 
thantolay their owne Provinciall honour in the 
Duſt,, and to raiſe a new, fabricke of Eftate to 
ſome other. ſurreptitions Nation. What yari- 
ety of Examples, Stories will afford us of this na- 
ture, I appeale to the Candid and impartial 
Judgement of any pure or uncorrupred Cenſor. 

Againe,to take a view-of the mutable conditi- 
on of all States ; and how Victorious Princes, 
whote Motto's feemed toviewith the Herculean 


New wltras; became ceyther perſonalt Ators of

Mithridaztes that invincible Prince 
and incomparable Artiſt, even Hee, who had diſ- 
comfitted indivers ſet battailes, Lecige Craſiae, 
Oppins Quintne, and Manive Acilims, being at 
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laſt overcome by Seylle, Lucullus; and utterly by 
Pompey; forall: bis' Infinite Treafare' in Falas- 
76, thoſe” many Confedefare Prifices' ' which 
admitedhis Val6ur, interpoſing themſelves to 
prevent his danger , and the ample boundiers of 
his Kmgdomeſolargely-'extended; had for all 
this, his bedy{thepoore remainder of ſo” great 
olory)brriedatthe charge cf the Romans, being 
{ent by Pharmaces in Gallies to Pompey. 

Nor ſhall we have onely here Pretentedas in a 
Chryſtallme' Mirror,theſfe Tragicke Diſaſters of 
eminent Princes; Whoſe" falls, as they were ſteps 
to others riling ,' ſo were they excellent Lectures 
of InſtruGion to all ambiriouſly aſpiring; but 
likewiſe the infelicity of ſuch who adheered to

This was the caule, 

all the noble Heroes inancient timedidleave to 

poſterity their afts toimitate : not ſo much for 

recording their owne memorable lives, as for 

the propagating their Countries cternall honour 
by ſucceeding Worthies, As thoſe eſtabliſhers 
of good and wholeſome Lawes made themſelyes 
with their -Countrie renowned : Mynos and 
Radamanth among the Cretenſians ; Orpheus a- 
mong the Thracians; Draco and Solon in Athens, 
Lycurgns in Lecedemon;Zamolxis among the Scy- 
thians : Nor be Hiſtorians(iftorhe profeſſors 
merit that ſtile) of leſſe eſteeme than the pruden- 
teſtand moſt experienced Statiſts. For theſe di- 
rect every Senator in politicke affaires, by produ- 
cing ſuch as excelled in adminiſtration cf juſtice; 
deſcribing the very natures of ſuch Lawes , and 
the cauſes why ſuch Lawes were anaQted to pre- 
ſent rimes. 
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| Trueitis, thatexperience hath begot wiſe- 
dome,and memory as a Mother hath brought ir 
forth. This mightbeinſtanced in nothing more 
tolife than in theſe Heroicke CA&ors, and Hi- 
ſroricall Relarors of whatis ated.
